SANTIAGO, CHILE, June 6. 


B OLLOWING is the tentative 
program of the revolution- 
ary junta now in control of 
the Chilean Government: 

1. Dissolution of - Congress 
and the calling of an assembly 
to write a new Socialist Consti- 
tution. 

2. A heavy tax on large for- 
tunes and incomes. 

3. General organization and 
temporary distribution and con- 
trol of foodstuffs by the state, 
using the armiy for this purpose. |. 

4. Dissolutior or social organ- 
ization of the vast Cosach ni- 
trate combine, and .he reopen- 
ing of small nitrate plants. 

5. Reorganization of the pro- 
duction and sale of nitrates, 
with possible price wars with 
competitors abroad. 

6. State monopolies for oil, 
matches, tobacco, iodine, alco- 
hol, sugar, foreign commerce 
and possibly internal commerce. 

7. Division of large estates 
now paying no taxes and their 
colonization with the aid of the 
army. 

8. Progressive steps toward 
full socialization of credits. 

9. Reorganization and reduc- 
tion of the armed forces and 
the diplomatic and consular 
services. 

10. Negotiations for new 
treaties with the elimination of 
a duty on Argentine cattle and 
wheat. 

11. Recognition of the Soviet 
Russian Government. 

12. Prohibition of the impor- 
tation of luxury articles such as 
silks, automobiles and perfumes. 


UNE DEAD, 3 HURT 
IN EARTHQUAKE IN 
NORTH CALIFORNIA 


Woman Killed When Chim- 
ney Falls Into House — 
Severe Shock Also Felt 
in Southern Oregon. 


By the Associated Prees. 

FUREKA. Cal., June 6—A wom- 
an was killed and three other per- 
sons injured in a severe earthquake 
which shook Norther: California 
and Southern Oregon early today. 

Mrs. Walter McCutcheon of Eu- 
reka was fatally injured when the 
chimney of her home toppled over 
and the bricks crashed through the 
roof on the family. McCutcheon 


suffered a broken leg and their 
three-year-old daughter, Louise, 
was slightly injured. The other 


victim was a bakery employe whose 
wrists were broken when the earth- 
quake jarred two bread trays to- 
gether. 

The quake was -reported “very 
strong” in Klamath Yalls, Ore., 155 
miles northeast of Eureka, and was 
felt in San Francisco, 285 miles to 
the south. Redding, 85 miles east 
of Eureka, reported it “severe.” 
Several shocks in’ Arcata, a village 
seven miles from Eureka, were 
razed. 

Four distinct shocks were - felt 
here, all coming in rapid succession 
at about 12:40 a. m. 

Property damage in suveka was 
confined largely to fallen chimneys, 
broken water mains which flooded 
basements of homes, broken win- 
dows and crockery. Telephone and 
telegraphic communication was 
temporarily disrupted. 

Numerous reports of gas leaks 
and one chimney fire, which was 
checked, resulted. in a warning by 
the fire department not to start 
fires until gas connections, flues 
and chimneys had been examined. 

Old residents here compared the 
shock to the 1906 earthquake which 
rocked the coast and caused the 
fire which destroyed San Francisco. 


INTEREST RATE CUT ONE HALF 


The St. Louis Clearing House As- 
sociation reduced the interest rate 
paid by member banks on daily bal- 
ances from 1 per cent to one-half 
of 1 per cent per annum, effective 
today. Notices were mailed by 
member banks to depositors ex- 
plaining that this.action was taken 
“in view of the continuing decline 
in money rates.” 

The reduction will remain in ef- 
fect for at least 30 days, or until 
changed by a majority vote of all 
member batiks at a meeting of the 
association called for that purpose. 
It is a standing rule of member 
banks that interest on credit. bal- 
ances payable on demand shall be 
paid only on that part of loanable 
funds in excess of $1000,

WASHINGTON, June 6—Charles 
G. Dawes today resigned as presi- 
dent of the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation. 

The Chicago financier presented 
his resignation unexpectedly to 
President Hoover after months de- 
voted to organizing the gigantic 
corporation set up to inject new 
life into the nation’s economic sys- 
tem. 

In his letter of resignation to the 
President, Gen. Dawes said that 
now that the balancing of’ the bud- 
get was assured the turning point 
toward eventual prosperity “seems 
to have been reached.” 

After returning from London as 
Ambassador and resigning to re- 
turn to private life he was sudden- 
ly drafted by the President to head 
the corporation. 

Over the past week-end he con- 
ferred with President Hoover at 
the presidential camp and gave a 
lengthy report upon the workings 
of the corporation... 

Dawes’ letter said that in taking 
the position of head of the cor- 
poration he interrupted plans to 
re-enter the banking business in 
Chicago, adding that he now de- 
sired to take up that work. 

He reminded the President that 
he became associated with the 
corporation with the understanding 
that he would quit when “its work 
was properly established.” In his 
letter accepting the resignation, 
President Hoover said he regretted 
that Dawes was leaving and paid 
him high tribute for his service. 

Dawes and Eugene Meyer, his 
chief associate in the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation, were in 
conflict recently over the granting 
of loans. to the railroads. Dawes’ 
position was that the loans should 
be granted, generally speaking, 
with as few restrictions as possible. 
while Meyer was of the op'‘nion 
that the big banks should carry 
half of them. 


INSULL WILL RESIGN, 
CHICAGO NEWSPAPER SAYS 


Reports He Will Retire as Head of 
Commonwealth Edison and 
Other of His Firms.

CHICAGO, June 6.—The Daily 
News said today that Samuel In- 
sull tonight would announce his 
resignation as head of the Com- 
monwealth Edison Co., the Peo- 
ple’s Gas, Light & Coke Co., the 
Public Service Co. of Northern IIli- 
nois and other firms of his vast 
utility holdings. 

Both Insull and James Simpson, 
head of Marshall Field & Co., who 
was reported to have been chosen 
as Insull’s successor, declined to 
deny the report. 

The News said Insull would give 
ill health as the reason for his re- 
tirement. The announcement is 
made within a month of receiver- 
ship actions involving the billion- 
dollar Middle West Utilities Co., 
Corporation Securities, Inc.; Insull 


Utility Investments, Inc., and other 
insull holding and investment 
trusts.

By the Associatec Press, 
SANTIAGO, Chile, June 6.—The 


revolutionary junta in Chile was 
moving swiftly today to set up a 
Socialist state. It prepared a num- 
ber of decrees enabling the “first 
Socialist republic of Chile” to take 
over immediately the productive 
forces of the country, to redistrib- 
ute wealth by the imposition of 
confiscatory taxes and to seize va- 
rious capitalized interests. 

A  counter-revolution directed 


against the Socialist regime has 
broken out in Southern Chile. 

It is understood the Army and 
Navy support the movement. Re- 
ports from -he south are that the 
military and naval garrisons at 
Concepcion and Talcahuano joined 
the counter-revolutionary forces. 
Gen. Puga, Minister of the Inte- 
rior in the new Government, said 
he had expected some such inctb 
dent, but did not think the counter- 
revolution would be serious. If 
necessary, he said, he would -end 
planes to bombard the rebels. 


Montero Leaves C:ty. 


Juan Esteban Montero, ousted 
by the Socialist junta, left town 
last night and is reported to be 
somewhere along the coast trying 
to join the southern force, It also 
is reported that former President 
Ibanez, who has been living in Ar- 
gentina, has crossed the border into 
Chile by air, landing at his ranch 
near Talco. 

This morning university students 
declared a strike in protest against 
the junta government, but. the city 
was quiet. P 

There was a strike of bank em- 
ployes today which succeeded in 
closing most of the foreign and do- 
mestic banking houses. The branch 
of the National City Bank of New 
York remained open with the aid 
of the militia for a time, but closed 
this afternoon. 

The junta assured “social ele- 
ments” that it desired nothing 
more than to “grant the poorer 
classes the health and welfare to 
which they have a legitimate right 
as the builders of all riches.” 
“Different governments in recent 
years have failed completely,” said 
a mahifesto addressed to the na- 
tion. The working classes had suf- 
fered greatly, it added. 


Assurances to U. S. Interests. 
Business intercsts of United 
States citizens in Chile, whose in- 
vestments run into hundreds of 
millions, were assured unofficially 
today that the new Ffocialist Gov- 
ernment would take no steps to 
confiscate most of their properties, 
for the present, at least. These in- 
terests have a paper value of $1,- 
000,000,000. . 


. The assurance was taken to 
mean that the new Socialist regime, 
under Carlos Davila, former Am- 
bassador.to Washington, intends to 
proceed more slowly with foreign- 
ers than with domestic capitalist 
enterprises, in fulfilling its pledge 
to establish Socialism. 

The understanding on both sides 
seemed to -be, however, that the 
$375,000,000 investment in the 
Cosach Nitrate combine would not 
be included in this policy of tolera- 
tion and that these interests would 
be nationalized immediately. The 
Cosach combine is controlled by 
citizens of the United States. 

The new regime would organize 
producing forces under the control 
of the state. The Junta said it in- 
tended to build a “better society,” 
giving all activities “an. impulse of 
energy, youth, efficiency and disci- 
pline,” 

It called for the public’s co-op- 
eration “so that’ no reactionary 
force may destroy the plan.”

GUSTOMER KILLED 
INSTORE HOLDUP 
SISPECT CAUGHT 


Emil Kirsch, East St. Louis 
Barber, Believed to Have 
Recognized Intruder in 


Business House. 


Emil Kirsch, a barber, was shot 
and killed by a holdup man today 
in a drug store at 1435 East Broad- 
way, East St. Louis, which is near 
Kirsch’s shop. 

Kirsch, following a custom of 
several years, stopped at the drug 
store at 8 o’clock to buy a news- 
paper. While he was in the rear 
part of the store, the robber at- 
tempted to hold up the druggist 
and killed Kirsch. The police 
thought it possible that Kirsch had 
recognized th robber. 

The robber and a companion who 
had waited outside the store, fled 
while the druggist. who had ob- 
tained his own revolver, fired at 
them. The lookout was captured 
by police about three blocks trom 
the drug store and told officers 
the actual killer was Charlies Win- 
chester, whom he had met in fail 
at Belleville. 

At noon a squad of East St. Louls 
detectives arrested Winchester in 
a resort in the 200 block of Seventh 
avenue. He denied knowledge of 
the shooting or attempted holdup, 
but was identified by Henry Daut, 
105 South Fourth street, East St. 
Louis, the druggist, who had been 
in charge of the drug store of his 
brother, Walter, when Kirsch was 
killed. 

Robber Fired at Druggist. 

“Kirsch was back at the. paper 
stand,” Daut told police. “A young 
fellow vith a limp and =~«4a 
heavy beard came in and asked 
for a drink. Ee put a nickel 
down on the counter and I had 
started to make the drink when he 
pulled out an automatic and told 
me to stick ‘em up. [I ducked 
down behind the counter and ran 
for the back, where I keep my re- 
volver. He fired at me but missed, 
fired four shots in all, I came out 
from behind the = partition and 
Kirsch was lying on the floor. 
“The robber had run out and was) 
running away with another fellow 
who wore a pink shirt. I fired 
three shots at them.” 

Patrolmen Herman Schonhoff 
nd Vaughn Smith, who were in the 
neighborhood in a police car, were 
told which way the robbers had 
run by a filling station proprietor. 
At Fourteenth street and Missouri 
avenue, they overtook the man in 
the pink shirt and placed him un- 
der arrest. 

- Revolver in Pocket. 
He said he was Melvin Watson, 
24 years old, a window dresser, of 
1516 Henrietta avenue, East St. 
Louis. The officers found a re- 
volver in his pocket. 
Requestioned.Jater. in the day, 
Watson told officers that a third 
man had participated in the hold- 
up plans and was waiting for Wat- 
son and Winchester in an automo- 
bile when the shooting started. At 
the sound of shots the man appar- 
ently drove away, leaving his com- 
panions to flee on foot. Watson 
named the third man and East St. 
Louis police are looking for him. 
Police were informed by Sheriff 
Munie at Belleville that Samuel 
Hamm of East St. Louis, had wit- 
nessed the shooting and had iden- 
tified a police photograph of Win- 
chester as the slayer. Hamm, ac- 
cording to the Sheriff, was in the 
telephone booth when Kirsch was 
killed, and after the shooting went 
directly to Belleville. | 
. Winchester was freshly shaved 
when taken into custody, while the 
robber had not shaved for several 
days. Detectives found bloodstains 
on Winchester’s moat and shirt, al- 
though he was not wounded. They

WASHINGTON, June . 6.—Re- 
publican leaders revised details of 
their prohibition resubmission 
plank at a conference today. and 
virtually reached an agreement up- 
on the general provision; of the 
Republican platform. 

The text of the prohibition plank 
was withheld. James R. Garfield, 
chairman of the reselutions com- 
mittee, insisted that final conclu- 
sions had not been reached. 

Prohibitionista insisted at today’s 
session thatthe prohibition plank 
calling for congressional resubmis- 
sion be made not binding upon 
members. of Congress. They . de- 
manded that the platform declara- 
tion be one of policy only. To 
meet this contention and an open 
attack on the Senate floor by Bo- 
rah of Idaho, on the tentative draft, 
the platform builders considered 
the revision plank.

Suit was filed in Federal Court 
today seeking to compel owners of 
the capital stock of St. Louis Joint 
Stock Land Bank, which is in re- 
ceivership, to pay into the assets 
of the bank $1,430,000, the par val- 
ue of their stock holdings. 

The action is based on the dou- 
ble liability feature of the bank's 
charter which provides that in the 
event of failure stockholders shall 
be liable for an assessment equal to 
the par value of their stock. 

The petition was filed in the 
name of C. N. Partridge, who avers 
he is a resident of Kansas and that 
he owns $4000 in bonds sold bY 
the bank to the public. His peti- 
tion alleges the bank is insolvent, 
having assets of about $10,000,000 
and liabilities of about $18,000,000. 

Eleven defendants are named, 
and the petition states that all 
stockholders, whose names are not 
known by Partridge at this time, 
are to be joined as defendants. 
Those named include Mark Martin, 
president of the bank; William E. 
Rhea, vice president, and G. K. 
Hughey, treasurer. 

Others are William H. Danforth, 
E. D. Nims, David M. Hardie, L. 
L. Beavers, Frank C. Ball, Benja- 
min Lang, H. H. Hopkins and E. 
H. Bruce. Partridge'’s attorney, 
George H. Moore, said all except 
Ball are former officers or direc- 
tors of the bank. Ball is a mem- 
ber of the Bondholders’ Protective 
Committee organized last ril.

suits against stockholders. i a 
Cantley, former State Finance 
Commissioner for Missouri, was 


appointed receiver last week by 
the Federal Farm Loan Board in 
Washington, which has _ supervi- 
sion of joint stock land banks. 

Partridge alleges Cantley’s ap- 
pointment was made at the request 
of the Bondholders’ Protective 
Committee, and that the committee 
was organized with the primary 
purpose of avoiding any effort to 
collect from stockholders under the 
double Hability provision. 

The receivership, the suit sets 
forth, followed an unsuccessful ef- 
fort on the part of the committee 
to effect reorganization under- 
taken with the co-operation of 
stockholders and as a friendly ef- 
fort in their behalf. 

Stock in the bank, it is under- 
stood, has largely passed from 
the hands of its original owners. 
The bank was organized in 1922 
by William R. Compton, St. Louis 
investment broker, to make mort- 
gage loans on farm properties. 
Against these loans bonds were 
sold to the public. 

With the decline in prices of 
farm lands and farm products 
many mortgage loans were default- 
ed, and the bank’s statement of 
last Dec. 31 showed about $10,000,- 
000 in mortgage loans in good 
standing and about $18,000,000 in 
bonds. The mortgage loans and 
farm lands acquired through fore- 
closure are the principal assets of 
the bank.

DR. BUTLER 10 FIGHT 
FOR REPEAL PLANK 


Columbia U. Head Announces 
Text He Will Submit at 
G. O. P. Convention. 


By the Associated Pres, 
NEW YORux, June 6.—Dr. Nich- 
olas Murray Butler. Republican 
president of Columbia University, 
has announced plans ior a vigorous 
fight in the Republican national 
convention for a pl:.n calling on 
Congress to submit a prohibition 
repeal proposal to State conven- 
tions for ratiification. 
If the Committee on Resolutions 
fails to report his declaration or a 
similar one to the convention, he 
said, it will be offered to the dele- 
gates with a demand for a roll call. 
Commenting on the resolution 
and his plan to fighi for its pass- 
age, Dr. Butler said: 
“The bell has rung for the pus- 
syfooter and the trimmer. 
“There is something more im- 
portant than party harmony and 
that is party honesty. 
“In response to the natural in- 
quiry as to what will be the prac- 
tical situation following the repeal 
of the eighteenth amendment, it 
must be borne in mind that those 
states which now have upon their 
statute book prohibition laws of 
any kind would still have them in 
full force and effect. 
“The power of the Federal Gov- 
ernment to control interstate com- 
merce in intoxicating liquors would 
exist in all its fullness, and the de- 
cisions of the United States Su- 
preme Court firmly upholding con- 
trol of the interstate traffic in in- 
toxicating liquors would, of course, 
be applicable. 
“In such states as New York, 
where there is no such prohibitory 
legislation, and where none is de- 
sired, those of us who are in- 
sistent upon the effective control of 
the liquor traffic would be ready 
with definite proposals for legis- 
lative enactment that would estab- 
lish such application or modifica- 
tion of the systems of liquor traf- 
fic control which have been suc- 
cessful in Canada and in Scandi- 
navidn countries as would seem 
best guited to our own conditions 
and political organizations.

Secretary-Manager Declares 
Independent Merchants 
Are in Stronger Position 
Than a Year Ago. 


Independent retail grocers are in 
a stronger competitive position than 
a year ago despite lowered com- 
modity prices and chain store com- 
petition, C. H. Janssen, St. Paul. 
secretary-manager of the National 
Association of Retail Grocers, said 
today at the opening of its thirty- 
fifth annual convention at Hotel 
Jefferson. Sessions, participated in 
by grocers from all over the coun- 
try, will continue through Thurs- 
day. , 
Changing economic conditions, 
Janssen declared, have constituted 
“a blessing in disguise” to the in- 
dependent grocer, bringing into “the 
spotlight of trade and public view 
the inherent weakness and inade- 
quacy of the corporate chain type 
of distribution and its barrenness 
as a community builder.” 
Corporate chain distribution, he 
said, has been deflated “almost as 
much as the market value of its 
stock.” The chain store is con- 
fronted, he added, with “militant, 
aggressive merchandising on the 
part of the independent, the full ef- 
fect of which is only beginning to 
be felt.” 
The Fight on Chain Stores. 
Janssen said the independent 
had successfully fought the chain 
store through the formation of 
merchandising groups and organ- 
ized co-operation between retailer- 
co-operative and wholesaler-retailer 
group enterprise. About 80,000 in- 
dependents are affiliated with such 
groups, he said. 
Despite a relatively strong posi- 
tion in the competitive field the 
retail grocer is the first to feel the 
effects of economic depression as 
well as the signs of recovery, Jans- 
sen said. The idea that the gro- 
cery ‘business has not suffered be- 
cause “people must eat,” is falla- 
cious, he explained, because table 
luxuries become “shelf-warmers” 
in hard times and staples “cut to a 
non-profit basis by custom and 


competition” constitute most of 
the grocer’s business. 

Janssen disclosed that several 
resolutions advocating repeal of 


the eighteenth amendment might 
be offered and added that “per- 
sonally and speaking for your of- 
ficers, we cannot decline to enter- 
tain formal resolutions dealing 
with the amendment.”

convention included that it support 
stringent governmental economy 
measures, Oppose any gross sales 
tax laws, insist on a continuation 
of the Federal chain store investi- 
gation, and support two bank- 
ruptcy law amendments, one es- 
tablishing a minimum liability for 
voluntary bankruptcy, another ex- 
empting necessaries of life in dis- 
charge of bankruptcy.

Senator Walsh of Montana, in 
his usual precise manner, declared 
that the conferees had violated the 
Senate rules by adding new mate- 
rial to the bill. 
He pointed out that, under the 
conference amendment, municipali- 
ties owning electric power plants 
would be forced to collect Fed- 
eral taxes, a function of the Fed- 
eral Government. This, he claimed, 
made the provision “unconstitu- 
tional and unenforceable,” because 
it forced such municipalities to be 
the agent of the Federal Govern- 
mnent. 
He, like Howell, pointed out that 
the Smoot and Reed amendments 
had been freely and fairly debated 
when the Senate bill was under 
consideration. 

“The Senator from Utah and the 
Senator from Pennsylvania,” he 
continued, “were defeated.

“IT am extremely hopeful that 
when the shareholders receive their 
report of the condition of the as- 
sociation, that a sensible plan of 
reorganization can be evolved to 
preserve this valuatble institution 
for its shareholders.

BILLS APPROVED 
BY COMMITTEE 


To Be Presented to Alder- 
dermen Friday — Nolte 
Urges Crisis Board to Co- 
Operate. 


Special tax measures calculated 
to raise more than $500,000 for ad- 
ditional relief appropriations by 
the city were approved by the 
Legislative Committee of the Board 
of Aldermen this afternoon and 
will be introduced at Friday’s meet- 
ing of the Board. 

Tom K. Smith’s chairman of 
Citizens’ Committee on Relief and 
Employment and other leaders in 
relief work attended the meeting 
and promised co-operation but left 
before specific measures were taken 
up. 

Higher Sales Tax. 

The greater part of the new 
revenue is expected from an in- 
crease in the sales tax paid by 
merchants and manufacturers, 
which would be increased from $1 
to $1.50 a $1000, estimated to bring 
$300,000 additional into the City 
Treasury. 

A tax of about 20 per cent on 
sales of cigars, cigarettes and to- 
bacco, estimated to yield at least 
$150,000, was approved. Charles J. 
Dolan, special tax counselor for the 
city, was instructed to draw up an 
ordinance along the lines of one 
passed in Kansas City to that ef- 
fect, which has been upheld in the 
courts. 

Aumesemtn Tax, Also. 

Alderman Eilers, chairman of 
the committee, agreed to the sug- 
gestion of the Rev. John J. But- 
ler, secretary of the St. Vincent de 
Paul Society, to reintroduce the 
amusement tax previously killed 
by the board. 

This would place a tax of 1 cent 
on admissions of 30 cents and the 
tax would be graduated up to 20 
cents on admissions of $3 or more. 
Father Butler suggested also that 


the exhibition tax on baseball 
tams should be increased. It is pow

A tax of $25 a year on beauty 
parlors expected to yield $25,000 
and a tax of $2 on each chair in 
barber shops was approved but no 
estimate was made of the anticipat- 
ed revenue.

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ST. LOUIS DELEGATION GOES

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City Officials and Organization Heads De- 
part for Capital After Conference

City officials and relief work 
leaders departed for Washington 
today to confer with the Missouri 
delegation in Congress regarding 
steps that can be taken to obtain 
relief funds for St. Louis from the 


Federal Government.

Ste- 
ger, director of the Community 
Fund, and William L. Igoe, presi.

Their departure followed a con- 
ference last night with Gov. Caul- 
field at which it was agreed that 
none of the three relief measures 
now pending in Congress wouid be 
of substantial benefit to Missouri 
or St. Louis because the borrowing 
power of the State is limited oy its 
Constitution. 


Steger Looks to U. S. 

Steger, who is director of relief 
for Citizens’ Committee on Relief 
and Employment, has said that the 
city will have to look to the Fed- 
eral Government for part of the 
$1,496,000 Citizens’ Committee will 
need to continue its work through 
this calendar year. 

The relief bills‘ pending in Con- 
gress provide for loans through the 
states to cities and counties, but 
the Constitution of Missouri limits 
the amount the State can borrow 
from the Federal Government for 
relief to $250,000, which would not 
go far when spread throughout the 
State.

for the purpose of providing relief 
funds through emergency taxes or 
through submission of a bond is- 
sue. 

Aldermen Alive to Need. 

The Board of Aldermen, Steger 
said, is alive to the need, but faces 
a difficult task. “At every turn,” 
he added, “they are met with vig- 
orous opposition as they touch spe- 
cial interests. However, the cour- 
age of this body, and a reasonably 
unselfish acceptance of a share of 
the burden on the part of whatever 
special interests will have to be 
touched, will combine to produce 
gt least a part of the lacking 
funds.”’ 

Steger pointed out the gravity of 
the situation may escape notice be- 
cause the 25,000 families being 
helped by relief agencies of Citi- 
zens’ Committee are scattered... If 
they should be gathered together, 
he said, they would comprise a 
city about equal in population to 
East St. Louis. . 

The summer, he said, brought no 
relief from distress and require- 
ments of the committee, from May 
through December, have been esti- 
mated at $2,631,250, while funds on 
hand or in prospect total only $1,- 
135,000. 

Month-to-Month Needs. 

Estimates, he said, are on a 
month-to-month basis, and that is 
the way the committee receives 
funds from pledges. The commit- 
tee cannot pile up deficits, he said, 
but if it could the deficit for June 
would be $28,800, for July $225,722, 
and so on up to $1,496,000 which 
would be the accumulated deficit 
for December. 

Unless additional money is re- 
ceived by June 15, Steger said, the 
committee may receive further ap- 
plications for help but with no pos- 
sibility of giving relief, and within 
six weeks will have to cease help- 
ing 10,000 to 15,000 families now 
being assisted. 

“For example,” he said, “the 
needs for July are estimated at 
$305.750; our income for that 
month at $80,000. In July, then, 
we can care for only one out of five 
families in need.”

money for such appropriations. 


THREE WOMEN BEATEN 


TO DEATH BY ROBBERS 


Third Aged Victim in Same 
New York Neighborhood 
Dies After Attack. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, June 6.—The death 
of Mrs. Barbara Strohner, 81 years 
old, the third aged woman in one 
neighborhood to be beaten fatally 
by robbers, has caused police to 
redouble efforts to find the slayers. 
“Mother” Strohner, as she was ~ 
known, died Saturday night in a 
hospital of a compound fracture of 
the jaw and cerebra) hemorrhage 
brought on by shock. 

The attack occurred the night of 
May 21, when the woman, who 
lived alone, was preparing for bed. 
Two men broke in and demanded 
money. One held her while the 
other beat her violently, she told 
the police, and then fled after tak- 
ing $5 from an old handbag, all 
the money she had in the house, 
Unable to summon aid, she lay suf- 
fering all night. 

A nephew who came to call next 
day found her almost unconscious, 
with her jaw battered and two ribs 
broken. She was hurried to the 
hospital, and after treatment, was 
able to give detectives a coherent 
account of the attack and a de- 
scription of her assailants. 

Police said they were convinced 
all three killings were committed 
by the same gang. The other two 
women, attacked within recent 
weeks, also were beaten after rob- 
bers demanded money. 


12,000 GALLONS OF MASH

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ST HANDLING OF JUVENILE 
DELINQUENTS ASSAILED 


White House Group Lays 
Much of Adult Crime to 
Failure to Correct Youth. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, June 6.—Alleged 
failure to deal adequately with the 
200,000 delinquent children who 
come annually before the nation’s 
courts was described as a contrib- 
utor to adult crime in a report just 
announced by the White House 
conference on child health and 
protection. 

“Our conviction that this une 
healthy condition represents but @ 
fraction of the total maladjust- 
ment, together with the evidence 
of a spirit of lawlessness throughe- 
out our entire population, carries 
the problem even deeper,” said the 
Commitge on the Socially Handi¢ 
capped, which prepared the report. 
“Much of our present mode of hane- 
dling these problems is but the 
endless, monotonous task of sweep- 
ing up the debits of life.” 

Among factors leading to “inade- 
quate” treatment of child delin- 
quency cases, the report listed in- 
adequate school procedures for 
handling truancy and behavior 
problems, unnecessary arrests, de- 
tention in police stations and jails, 
juvenile courts presided over by 
poorly paid judges not well pre- 
pared for children’s work, absence 
of psychiatric services, inadequate 
facilities for institutional care, lack 
of an effective parole system and 
of a community program to de- 
velop wholesome interests. 

The report suggested “a more ef- 
fective application of the church's 
teachings to the age in which we 
liv,”’ 

Correction of maladjustments in 
industry was put forward as an- 
other remedy, with emphasis that 
delinquents who reach the earning 
age need to be interested in their 
jobs. 

“Fundamental in the situation is 
the unprecedented role the commu- 
nity plays in the child's life,” the 
report said. “Apartment life, and 
its consequences, restriction of the 
physical arena of family life, the 
easy access of outside influences 
through news, automobile and ra- 
dio, constitute community influ- 
ences which perhaps play a larger 
part in the life of the individual 
than any that have existed before.”

On St. Louis Chain Store Taxation Bill - 


Before the Legislative Committee of the Board |e- 
“oJ of Aldermen at Hearing on June 2d, 1932.. . 


We are here today, Mr. Chairman, to respectfully 
urge your honorable Legislative Committee to re- 
port unfavorably the bill designed to fix special 
license tax on all chain stores, increasing in amount 
with the number of stores under one ownership. 


Representing the various operators of chain stores 
in St. Louis, I am authorized to pledge our support 
to any reasonable, just and nondiscriminatory legis- 
lation that may be found necessary by the Board of 
Aldermen to provide the funds essential for oper- 
ating the city government in these troublous times. 


As a former chief executive of an industrial city, 
with problems in all respects like yours, for police 
protection, traffic handling, highway maintenance 
and the care of the poor and unemployed, while at 
the same time you keep down the burden of taxa- 
tion to the minimum, I appreciate and sympathize 
with your present situation. But today, gentlemen, 
we are not here to urge greater economy in govern- 
ment; we are not here to criticise the City of St. 
Louis for its methods of handling its unemployment 
problem; we are not here to denounce just taxation; 
we are not here to denounce the owners of inde- 
pendent stores and others for sponsoring this bill. 
We are here solely for the purpose of pleading with 
all our might for justice and equality of taxation 
and to protest the unjust and unequal taxation pro- 
posed by this bill. 


The chain stores are a development of the*past 
few years made necessary to cut out the constantly 
mounting waste of distribution, which had reached 
a scandalous point, where the consumer paid top 
prices while the farmer got nothing for his produce, 
due to the entirely unnecessary toll taken by stores 
and charges levied at various stages of the move- 
‘ment of goods from the producer to the consumer. 
In other words, the chain stores have been an eco- 
nomic development of recent years, made necessary 
to cut out the waste of distribution, in the interest 
of the producer and the. consumer. 


The United States Department of Commerce has 
stated that this waste in distribution amounts to a 
ten billion dollar burden per year laid upon the peo- 
ple of this country. The chain stores are providing 
the first and only agency organized to cut’ out this 
waste, by buying direct from the producer and sell- 
ing direct to the consumer, with a single profit and 
a single mark up, thus throwing the smallest possi- 
ble burden on the consumer for the handling of 
goods, and exacting the least possible profit for the 
efficient distribution. 


Chain stores should not only not be penalized for 
selling the best goods at the lowest price, but they 
should be fostered in every just way, as a friend of 
the poor man, whose every penny means much in 
his household budget. That the chain stores are 
designed for and are the friend of the poor is proven 
by the fact that they are passing along every single 
dollar to the consumer of the reductions they get in 
prices, due to the fall in commodity values. These 
reductions in price by the chain stores have been 
made voluntarily, and no one has ever yet even sug- 
gested that these chain stores hold up prices, but 
on the contrary our opponents base their hostility 
to the chain stores on the fact that they sell so 
cheaply as to make it difficult for certain inefficient 
interests to compete with these prices. 


The chain stores with which I am most familiar 
are today selling good food, nourishing food, in- 
cluding bread, milk, butter and eggs, the very staff 
of life, at a profit of less than 2 cents on every dol- 
lar of sales made, an unbelievably small margin of 
profit, a margin so small that the least added bur- 


den against our stores means an operation at a loss. ~ 


Let me say here and emphasize the fact that the 
one primary function of the chain stores is to render 
a public service by selling the necessities of life @o 
the poor and rich alike at a low price, plainly 
marked, with no special favors to anyone. 


This measure is crearly punitive in its nature, and 
has been designed not for revenue purposes, but 
solely, as has béen stated by its advocates, to punish 
and run out of business the chain stores. That this 
legislation is not designed to raise money is evi- 
denced by the fact that a license tax of even a small 
amount applied to every business establishment, re- 
gardless of ownership or size, would produce many 
times the revenue this tax, aimed solely at the chain 
stores, would produce. Under the provisions of this 
bill the operator of a single store, doing say $20,- 
000,000 of business per year, pays not one penny for 
the privilege of. doing this vast business, whereas 
the dwners of 1000 stores in St. Louis doing the 
same amount of business pay $250,000 per year for 
the privilege. This illustration is not an imaginary 
one, for undoubtedly there are single stores in St. 
Louis that do a business of this size at the present 
time. Why should the owners of a number of small 
stores, located conveniently in the various small 
shopping districts of this city, where the citizen or 
his wife or child'may drop in and make their. neces- 
sary purchases within a short distance of their home 
be penalized so severely against the operator of a 
single store, located at the center of the city, far 
away from the homes of its patrons? 


The taxation proposed by-this bill increases rap- 
idly as the number of stores increases, thus throw- 
ing an added burden on the chain stores in addition 
to all the taxes now paid to the nation, county, state 
and city, amounting to more than .6 cents on every

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dollar of sales made by the chain stores. This means 
that already these stores are paying taxes that throw 
a direct burden on each average family buying from 
them. of from $300 to $500 per year out of the mea- 
ger family purse. The only possible result of this 
bill will be not to provide the city with large reve- 
nue, but to force the chain stores to close hundreds 
of store units that are now. being operated at a ioss 
in this city, with a resultant serious decrease of em- 
ployment, and a tremendous loss of revenue to the 
owners of store buildings, insurance companies and 
others who furnish goods or services to the chain 
stores. 


During the past three years chain stores have 
done the greatest public service recorded in behalf 
of any branch of industry in this country by main- 
taining at the level of 1929 the number of employes 
working in these stores, and have continued to pay 
rent and taxes on huge numbers of stores, which 
were it not for these chains would today be empty, 
a burden on the community, a loss to the owners, 
and a reduction in taxes to the governmental author- 
ities. 

I am absolutely safe in saying that the chain 
stores operating in St. Louis today are spending 
more money in this city for services and materials 
than they are taking in revenue in this city from the 
sale of goods. The company with which I am con- 
nected alone spends more than $16,000,000 for goods, 
rentals, services and contributions to worthy chari- 
ties. In addition to this, there are purchased from 
St. Louis manufacturers for shipment to various 
points outside of St. Louis for resale in our stores 
a total of $2,200,000 worth of goods. This company 
also employs 1765 St. Louis people, at an average 
salary of $2000 per year each. This record is dupli- 
cated by every chain store organization operating in 
this city. The question is, do you want to destroy 
agencies that are giving business and employment 
to your people? 


While the principal function of the chain store is 
to sell good merchandise at the lowest possible price 
to all alike, yet these chain stores are in the fore- 
front in contributions to municipal charities and in 
welfare activities of all kinds. An instance occurred 
recently right here in your city that is worthy of 
notice. The broom factory operated by the blind 
was faced with a deficit of $30,000, and was forced 
to either close its doors or to make up this deficit. 
An appeal was made to the public to buy these 
brooms at a dollar apiece. The Kroger Company 
offered to call for and deliver to their stores and 
sell these brooms at a price of one dollar each, and 
pay the entire proceeds over to this institution. This 
action was successful in helping to tide over the 
emergency for this broom factory operated by the 
blind of St. Louis. This beneficient action on the 
part of the chain stores was assumed as a proper 
share in their community responsibilities. 


While this bill will throw a tremendous and 
utterly unjust burden .on the operators of chain 
stores, it will be an even more severe burden on the 
consumer of this city, for the reason that every 
cent that is added to the expenses of the chain 
stores, in doing business in this way, will enable the 
independent ownegs of individual stores ¢o increase 
by so much the prices of the goods they sell to you 
and your constituents, so that where the burden on 
the chain stores will run in hundreds of thousands 
of dollars, the burden on the individual consumers 
will run into hundreds of millions of dollars, for 
there are more than five times as many single store 
independents in St. Louis than there are chain 


__Stores, all told. The United States Department of 


Commerce census of distribution in 1931 shows that 
the total of all stores in St. Louis amounts to 12,628; 
that of this number single store independerits amount 
to 10,602. This same document also shows that the 
full time employes of all stores in St. Louis number 
42,251, and that five-sixths of all the stores, that 
is, the independents, only employ 24,735 employes, 
or slightly more than half of the number employed 
by all stores. This census further shows that the 
ayments by independents in their 10,602 stores is 
5,000,000, whereas payments by the chain stores in 
2000 stores is more than $23,000,000. In other words, 
the one-fifth of the total number of stores, operated 
by the chains, pay more than 60 per cent of the total 
payments to employes. 


_ It would be possible to continue indefinitely, giv- 
ing you sound reasons why chain stores should not 
be discriminated against, but I believe that enough 
has been said to convince you as fair-minded men, 
and as representatives of your communities, that 
this bill, while aimed at the destruction of chain 
stores, will result in the throwing of a huge and en- 
tirely unjust burden on your constituents, for the 
benefit of a limited number of independent opera- 
tors, who admit that they are so inefficient that they 
cannot compete with the sound business methods of 
the operators of the chain stores. 


Let me urge you, therefore, in conclusion, to re- 
port this bill unfavorably, as a plain matter of jus- 
tice to an important element of your business com-' 
a and oe an injustice to the

Cabinet Decides to Buy Back Bales 
Not Yet. Delivered and Hold

TOKIO, June 6.—The Cabinet de- 
cided today to cancel a contract for 
the sale of 108,000 bales of raw 
silk to American interests repre- 
sented by Paolino Gerli of E. Gerli 
& Co., New York. 

It approved instead a proposal! of 
Minister of Agriculture Goto for the 
Government to buy back 98,310 
bales of silk which had not yet 
been delivered to agents of Gerli at 
455 yen (about $147) a bale, hold- 
ing this amount off the market for 
a year or two. 

Funds for this purpose, amount- 
ing to 44,731,000 yen (about $14,- 
537,000), will be raised by a Gov- 
ernment bond issue, making the 
Government's total cost in the 
transaction 97,700,000 yen (about 
$31,752,000). 

The original contract called for 
the largest sale of raw silk in Ja- 
pan’s history. The silk invelved 
in the deal was what the Govern- 
ment took off the market in 1930 
ir, the hope of bolstering the price.

GRADUATES OF SYRACUSE U. 


Richard Bennett Tells Americans 
Why Two Nations Have Been 
Friends, 

By the Associated Press. 

SYRACUSE, N. Y., June 6.—Pre- 
mier Richard Bennett of Canada, 
delivering the commencement ad- 
dress today at Syracuse University, 
said that, between the United States 
and the Dominion, “a real under- 
standing of one another is the bed- 
rock on which friendship has been 
reared into the lofty power of 
which we are the common bene- 
ficiaries.”’ 

Mutual confidence and trust, he 
said, “buttress that friendship. The 
same recognition of our individual 
right to work out our destiny unin- 
fruenced by other considerations 


than our own good makes it se- 
cure.” 

Propinquity alone is not the 
cause of it, said he. “Similarity 


of language and of race perhaps 
contribute to it, but upon the rec- 
ord of history their claim is not be- 
yond dispute. Subscription to the 
same ideals, the equal love of free- 
dom, justice and fair play, a like 
veneration of the institutions that 
safeguard them, we might have, 
and yet be strangers still. But 
when these things we have in com- 
mon are known by each to be by 
the other possessed, mutual con- 
fidence and esteem, sympathy and 
understanding follow and are as- 
sured. 

“It is no accident, but the result 
of faithful work by loyal people 
in both lands; people whose infin- 
ite good will is not confined by na- 
tional boundaries, who are better 
citizens because they are good 
neighbors, who see their country’s 
welfare more secure when that of 
others is not in’ jeopardy.” To uni- 
versities, he said, “belong vast 
credit for this achievement.” 
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YOUNG SUGGESTS 
INCREASING POWER 


General Electric Head Says 
in Times of Crisis It May 
Be Necessary to Central- 
ize Authority. 


By the Associated Press. 
SOUTH BEND, Ind., June 6.— 


Owen D. Young told the Notre 
Dame University graduating class 
yesterday that “some methods of 
putting extraordinary powers into 
the hands of the President” may be 
necessary to provide a central 
authority to cure our economic ills. 


The banking system, its prob- 
lems bound up with those of com- 
merce in general, he explained, is 
“threatened, not by conditions 
which could not be corrected, but 
by the fact that there is no cen- 
tralized authority anywhere with 
power to act.” 

“It is all natural enough,” he 
continued. “Our democratic gov- 
ernment, for its own protection, has 
from the beginning insisted on 
sharply delegated powers, with 
adequate checks and balances, lest 
the sovereign yoke we threw off in 
the Revolution reappear to destroy 
our political liberty. 

“It is quite explainable, there- 
fore, that a government of powers 
widely distributed into carefully 
segregated and insulated compart- 
ments should function under nor- 
mal conditions and should fail us 
altogether ‘when the avalanche 
comes on. 

“It may be that we shall have 
to consider some method of put- 
ting extraordinary powers in the 
hands of the President in times like 
these. 

The Cali for Leadership. 

“The insistent call-for leadership 
and for central planning which is 
arising on all sides is the instinc- 
tive call of the masses for integrat- 
ed responsibility’and power in this 
highly specialized world of ours.” 

Young, who is chairman of the 
board of the General Electric Co., 
and who recently refused to seek 
the Democratic presidential nom- 
ination, compared the current 
slump in values to an avalanche 
which, once begun, cannot be 
stopped in sections or at once. 

“No upward trend can take place 
unless all go up,” he said. “No per- 
manency of any trend can be guar- 
anteed unless we have sound and 
fair balance between all the units 
in our economic body. 

“In my opinion, it was our un- 
balanced condition which caused 
our trouble. The living standards 
of our industrial population were 
lifted to a high level back of an im- 
penetrable tariff wall. Those of our 
agricultural population, which was 
subjected to a world competition, 
could not normally be maintained 
at an equal level. 

Where First Crack Appeared. 

“The farmer naturally wanted to 
keep ap with Lizzie by having the 
same things which his industrial 
neighbor had. So we alleviated the 
disparity and disguised our true sit- 
uation temporarily by furnishing 
the farmer credit § artificially 
through semi-governmental agen- 
cies. It was thought necessary to 
do this to keep him quiet polit- 
ically. 

“But the day came when the 
farmer ultimately had to settle. 
Then he stopped buying, industrial 
production decreased, unemploy- 
ment began and we atarted the 
downard spiral which resulted in 
the avalanche now in progress.”

A Reply to Senator Borah. . 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

AY I be. permitted to reply to the 

letter of one who professes to be 
convinced by Senator Borah's recent dia- 
tribe on the subject of war debts? In- 
cidentally, it is a direct reply to the Sen- 
ator from Idaho for whom, on most Ooc- 
casions, I have the utmost admiration. 
-This time, however, I feel he has badly 
stubbed his senatorial toe on the un- 
yielding brick of hard economic fact. 

To say that our war debtors can pay 
because they spend such terrifying sums 
on their military establishments merely 
discloses a deplorable misunderstanding, 
not of the moral, but the economic logic 
involved. Much asI decry this militaris- 
tic spirit on the part of our debtors (and 
ourselves), I cannot therefore blind my- 
self to the unpalatable dictates of eco- 
nomic science. 

What our erstwhile debtors splurge on 
armament is spent largely within their 
own borders and the capital so used is 
kept rotating within their national! 
economy. Whatever is spent beyond 
those boundaries is more or less balanced 
by exports to the countries from whom 
they purchased, or other nations. Un- 
fortunately, this is not true of war. debts. 
War debt payments are made for ma- 
terials and services blasted to smith- 
ereens on the suicidal] battlefields of the 
World War. Such goods, services and 
money so bought did not furnish the 
means of repayment common to most 
normal productive investments. Thus 
whatever capital is exported by our deb- 
tors (mostly goods, since gold would not 
pay 25 per cent of their indebtedness, at 
least what gold they have) would not be 
balanced by exports of American goods to 
our debtors in return, as in a normal in- 
ternational trade transaction. Hence such 
capital transfer, whether of gold or 
goods, would be all outgo for our debt- 
ors, and all inflow for ourselves. 

What is the result of this arrange- 
ment? Since our debtors would be 
drained over the next 60 years of 22 bil- 
lion dollars of capital forever, they would 
be hurled into the abyss of complete 
bankruptcy. Since the gold they hold is 
less than 25 per cent of this amount, it is 
clear the balance of 75 per cent, or about 
$230,000,000 annually, would be taken in 
goods. As it has been demonstrated that 
such imports of goods in payment of war 
debts would not be balanced by exports of 
our own goods in return on that deal, 
our home markets would be flooded with 
over $200,000,000 worth of goods every 
year for more than half a century. Fur- 
thermore, these very debtors absorb over 
75 per cent of our present exports; their 
financial ruin would mean the practical 
loss of our entire foreign markets. Be- 
tween flooded markets at home and 
annihilated markets abroad, and general 
international trade chaos, how iliong 

_ would we be able to stave off national 
bankruptcy ourselves? 

War debts must be expunged from the 
financial record, if not from the annals 
of wisdom. For we must learn that there 
is no way of recreating the economic 
wealth we are stupid and primitive enough 
to destroy in war. Sooner or later we 
must face the music, if only in the mood 
of enlightened selfishness. The Neander- 
thalic hangover of modern civilization 
expressed in modern-warfare we may 
choose to indulge, but we can never re- 
ceive indulgence from the harsh laws of 
economic retribution.

Complacent Mr. Mencken. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
WONDER if the publishers’ hobnob 
with Mr. Hoover inspired the inter- 

view with Henry L. Mencken of May 30, 
aimed at those who do not agree with 
the complacent Mr. Mencken that “the 
economic depression is greatly exagger- 
ated,” that “basic human problems are 
insoluble,” and that “the best thing we 
can do ‘s to plug along quietly.” 

With one of Mr. Mencken's statements 
all progressives will agree—“human 
progress consists mainly in ceasing to 
believe in nonsense;” ceasing to believe, 
for instance, in the nonsense that coal 
miners’ children need be on a charity 
diet of flour, dry beans and lard, while 
fresh fruit, vegetables and eggs rot in 
one section and in another families shiver 
for lack of coal; ceasing to believe in 
the nonsense that unemployed workers 
need pad the holes in their soles with 
capitalist cartoons and “plug along 
quietly” while the “surplus” shoes they 
made gather dust on luckless dealers’ 
shelves. 

Mr. Méncken admits “the capitalist 
system is working badly in these days of 
severe stress,”” but overlooks the fact that 
the “defects” of the pitalist system 
caused the “severe st " He thinks 
the capitalists are handling their depres- 
sion better than the Communists in Rus- 
sia managed their “last” famine. Any- 
way, that was not an :rtificial famine. 
No food was dumped into the Volga while 
the hungry stood helpless on the shore. 
And, since that famine, all the brains 
and brawn in Russia have co-operated 
to make certain that Mr. Mencken used 


the correct adjective—“last” famine; 
while our lead reiterate “we gotta 
have cycles.” — ©. HECK. 
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- It is too late now to talk about bettering the tax 
bill, but we nevertheless share the indignation of 
Senator Howell over the electricity tax. 

The Senate put this 3 per cent tax upon the gross 
revenues of the utilities, which are abundantly able to 
bear it, whereas the conferees put it upon the con- 
sumers, who are obviously unable to bear it. As the 
matter stands, 3 per cent will be added to all electric 
light and power bills throughout the United States. 

What an appalling reversion this is from the prin- 
ciple of taxation according to ability to pay may be 
judged by the statements of the utilities them- 
selves. They are unique at a time of general de 
pression in reporting enormous profits. Let us take 
the case of the Worcester Electric Light Co. of 
Worcester, Mass. It paid a 32 per cent dividend 
last year, amounting to three-quarters of a million 
dollars, and a 64 per cent dividend, or a million 
and a half, the year befére. This was a total of 96 
per cent in two years. All of this money went to 
New England Power Association, which will now 
add 3 per cent to the bills of its customers. 

It is true that had Congress left this tax where 
the Senate placed it, the electric companies would 
in time have put it on the consumer. Senator Howell 
is well aware of that. Nevertheless, it would have 
taken time for the utilities to revise their rate 
schedules, and it is not certain. that all the 
state commissions would have granted the ‘increase. 
There is a new factor afoot in this utility field. 
That is, if the utilities are primarily worth what it 
would cost to reproduce them, as they have been 
ting that they are, and as the United States 
Supreme Court has agreed that they are, they must 
be worth less at a time when costs are lower. We 
maf be sure that both the state commissions -and 
the: courts have this in mind, as we may be sure 
that both tribunals are waiting for some utility to 
come in for review. Imagine our own affluent 
Union Electric, already taking out of the pockets 
of the people, according to City Counselor Muench, 
more than a million dollars a year in excess of its 
due, asking the Missouri Public Service Commission 
for an increase in rates on account of the Federal 
tax! 

Nothing could be clearer than that the conferees, in 
transferring the tax, actually introduced new legis- 
lation in the bill, something to which, except for the 
pressure to get things done,. Congress would never 
have assented. Senator Walsh of Montana goes so 
far as to doubt the constitutionality of such a tax. 
We can ascribe their action to only one thing: the 
immense political influence at Washington of what 
we know as the Power Trust. The Bible says that to 
him who hath shall be given, and from him who hath 
not shall be taken away even that which he hath. The 
Senate conferees have at least confirmed the Bible. 
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THE GUARDIAN SLUMBERS. 

It is said that Homer nods, but the old boy was 
never known to fall sound asleep. Our eminent con- 
temporary, the Manchester Guardian, is ordinarily 
written in an English style of unquestioned purity, 
and whatever slips may occur on occasion can be 
ascribed to the compositor, or to haste imposed by 
press time or to more or less justifiable Manches- 
ter idiom. We are at a loss, however, to contrive an 
apology for the following phrase, culled from an 
article. about a safe robbery in which the culprits 
found “only sweepstake ticket counterfoils and in- 
surance cards.” The Guardian’s comment was that 
the owners of the safe “didn’t ought to have bought 
those sweepstake tickets,” That is the verbal atroc- 
ity almost without parallel, and we shall file it 
carefully against the next time the Guardian under- 
takes, in the snooty British way, to cast asper- 
sions on what it is pleased to call the American 
language. 
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ALASKA’S TIMBER. 
Conservationists are alarmed over the Govern- 
ment’s proposal to grant a wood pulp concession to 
two Paeific coast companies, under which they would 
be empowered to cut 20 billion board feet of spruce 
and hemlock in the virgin forests of Alaska. Pro- 
test has been made to the President by the American 
Paper and Pulp Association on the ground that the 
industry already suffers from over-production, and 
that this concession would cause increased unemploy- 
ment and the shutting down of mills in Northwestern 
states. The Government’s reply is that free competi- 
tion should not be interfered with. 

Regardless of conditions in the wood pulp indus- 
try, however, the more vital matter is involved of 
saving Alaska timber against future needs. Because 
of the lack of reforestation plans in the United States, 
the country faces timber exhaustion. Most of the 
magnificent forests that once existed have been ruth- 
lessly and stifpidly destroyed, with no adequate sys- 
tem for their replacement. We have before us the 
example of Germany and other countries which have 
replanted their forests systematically, but it was ig- 
nored in face of the seemingly inexhaustible supply. 

Alaska’s timber, then, should be carefully safe- 
guarded. As the Senate Committee on Wild Life 
Resources said not long ago, “It is in a very real 
sense a great storage reservoir ... which must, 
however, be saved for future generations and not 
wasted. . . . It is of the utmost importance that 
careful attention be paid ‘to the saving of the wild 
life resources which we now find there, some of 
which are even now threatened.” In addition to the 
waste which the Government’s plan involves, a big 
timber-cutting operation would destroy much large 


. 


very grave problem of threatened extermination of 
Alaska’s brown and grizzly bears. 
ALIEN TIDE TURNS BACK. 

If it was surprising to learn that more than 1000 
foreigners have left St. Louis for their native lands 
since the first of the year, it-is even more revealing 
to have the figures for the entire country. Accord- 
ing to statistics compiled by the Federal ‘Bureau of 
Immigration, during the months of January, Febru- 
ary, March and April no less than 35,000 aliens quit 
American shores. 

Or to-view the movement over a longer period, in 
the first 10 months of the present fiscal year, $6,000 
foreigners went out of their own accord, while 16,000 
were deported. Against this total of 102,000 emi- 
grants, only 31,000 were admitted. It is now a fore- 
gone conclusion that immigrants this year will not 
equal the low mark of 1832, when 60,482 came in.

The Glass currency bill, reported by the Senate 
Banking and Currency Committee as a ‘substitute 
for the Goldsborough bill, permits national banks 
to issue notes on the security of any bonds-of the 
Federal Government, thus increasing by over a bDil- 
lion dollars the possible issue of national bank notes. 
It is hardly fair to judge this bill by the ordinary 
standards which are applied to banking and mone- 
tary legislation. Senator Glass and his colleagues 
‘of the committee admit that it will serve no good 
purpose other than to forestall further action on the 
Goldsborough bill. Thus this legislative infant is 
virtually disowned by its own parents. 

It is nearly a miontld since the House, by an’ over- 
whelming majority, passed the Goldsborough Dill. 
That bill instructed the Federal Reserve banks, 
through their control over credit and currency, to 
restore commodity prices to the level of 1926. Since 
early April, the Federal Reserve banks have been 
carrying, on an aggressive campaign of bond pur- 


+ chases in the open market, accompanied by low rates 


on discounts and bankers’ bills, in an effort to 
force more credit into the market. The Goldsborough 
bill would in effect do nothing more than tell the 
‘Reserve authorities to do what they have unsuccess- 
fully been attempting to do.. The passage of that 
bill could accomplish no good, and might result in 
serious harm. 

Let us see what the Glass bill substitute can do. 
In view of the fact that about 90 per cent of busi- 
ness transactions are carried on by check, any ex- 
pansion that is to raise prices must operate through 
an increase of bank credit. Under modern condi- 
tions,.an increase in cash without an increase in 
check payments simply results in a return of cash 
to the banks. Unless there is a great change in the 
monetary habits of the public, currency expansion 
without credjt expansion is meaningless. If credit 
expansion comes, the note issue provisions of the 
Federal Reserve Act insure that there will be no 
shortage of hand-to-hand cash. When we consider 
the almost hysterical efforts recently made by the 
authorities in the anti-hoarding campaign to reduce 
the amount of paper money outstanding, this new 
measure to facilitate an expansion of bank notes 
seems strange. If credit expands, currency expan- 
sion will take care of itself; if credit does not ex- 
pand, currency expansion is impossible except as the 
public may be led to hoard. 

Viewed in this light, the provisions of the new 
Glass bill are mischievous rather than dangerous; 
but its passage is likely to arouse alarms, both here 
and abroad, that would result in further drains on 
our gold reserve. We trust that it will not be 
necessary to pass this bill in order to head off the 
Goldsborough Dill. 
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ROOSEVELT’S OPPORTUNITY. 

On the eve of the convention, where a glorious 
Austerlitz or an ignominious Waterloo awaits him, 
Franklin D. Roosevelt has the opportunity for a 
tour de force which, regardless of its effect on pro 
fessional politicians,-would gain for him country-wide 
applause, namely, the removal of James J. Walker 
as Mayor of New York. The shocking disclosures of 
the Seabury investigation, including Walker’s own 
admissions and those of his brother, should be fol- 
lowed by vigorous action from Albany. One of the 
principal criticisms of Roosevelt is that he.is timid 
and indecisive. He can dispel this charge, at least 
in part, by seizing the Tammany tiger firmly by the 
tail and hurling it into New York harbor. Roosevelt 
began his political career as an outspoken enemy of 
Tammany, and he may propel it to the zenith by the 
same course of action.

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A GOOD BILL. 

The spot zoning evil is attacked in an ordinance 
introduced by Alderman Kaufmann, providing that 
due notice be given to interested property-holders 
when a goning change is proposed. At present, notice 
is given only in the City Journal, which is tanta- 
mount to no notice at all. Aldernian Kaufmann 
would require the City Marshal to advise all own- 
ers within 185 feet of the area involved 15 days 
before the date of the public hearing, also to pub- 
lish advertisements in two daily papers, the appli- 
cant for the zoning change to pay the expense. 

Too often in the past, zoning changes have been 
made, to the detriment of surrounding property, 
without giving those affected a chance to protest. 
It is seldom that such changes, under our liberal 
zoning law, are justified. Therefore, if opportunity 
is given to property-holders to learn of proposed 
changes and to appear against them, the chances 
are few would pass. Alderman Kaufmann’s bill is 
a sequel to the recent attempt to legalize an under- 
taking establishment at Lafayette avenue and Nichol- 
son place, which failed\after it was learned that a 
member of the firm expected to pay $750 to Robert 
J. Kratky, Republican lawyer-politician, for appear- 
ing before the Mayor in behalf of the change. 

We urge the Aldermen to pass the Kaufmann bill. 
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~ THE FRENCH AND MRS. EARHART. 

' Though Mrs. Amelia Earhart was cheered heartily 
when she arrived in Paris, thig did not necessarily 
carry with it the complete approval of the French 
people. There is reason to believe that the typical 
petit bourgeois regards the whole business of a 
lady’s flying across the Atlantic without a chaperon 
as something less than comme ii faut. The fact that 
the lady has a husband who consented to her rash 
act only complicates miatters by introducing a threat 
to the future dignity of all husbands. 

Something of this view was expressed by Clement 
Vautel in an article published recently by Le Jour- 
nal. M. Vautel took the position that Mr. Putnam 
should have refused his permission. It would have 
been disregarded perhaps, but he at least would have 
avoided establishing such a bad precedent.

The Facts About Public Works 


Federal building has been pushed, as Mr. Hoover says, but local work has fallen far 
behind, causing total 1932 reduction of about $1,400,000,000; only aid by 
U. S. can halt decline; proviso for self-liquidating plans criticised, for all neces- 
sary works help community; long delay may cause weak compromise measure.

INCE President Hoover has long been 

an advocate of expanded public works 

for unemployment relief at just such 
times as the present, the grounds of his 
determined opposition to their acceleration 
through Federal bond issues today are of 
interest. His objection is threefold: Fur- 
ther long-term borrowing would endanger 
the balancing of the budget and -“‘demoral- 
ize Government credit’; it would destroy 
more employment than it created, in conse- 
quence of shattered confidence in the bond 
market; and, lastly, no considerable amount 
of public works remains to be done, since 
the anticipation of future need for many 
years to come “has rendered further ex- 
pansion beyond our present program of very 
remote usefulness.”’ 

. = . 

To say that “all branches of government, 
Federal, state and municipal, have greatly 
expanded their public works” is contrary 
to the facts. It is true chiefly of the Fed- 
eral Government’s construction outlays. 
These have been pushed, though how the 
inflated figures released from time to time 
were derived, or what they meant, remains 
a mystery to analysts of building statistics. 
The trustworthy figures reputed to be in 
the possession of the Federal Employment 
Stabilization Board have still to see the 
light of day. Figures of the Division of 
Public Construction do, however, show an 
increase in Federal outlays for building 
construction, but only from $261,695,000 in 
1929 (fiscal years) to $297,303,000 in 1930 
and to $460,641,000 in 1931, and this rise 
was probably due in almost as large mea- 
sure to a steeply upward trend of expendi- 
tures in recent years as to emergency ef- 
forts to speed construction. 

Besides accelerating its own program, the 
Federal Government also made possible an 
increase in the road-building activities of 
the states by enlarged contributions for co- 
operative highway construction. Federal 
aid payments for this purpose rose from 
$82,097,000 in 1929 and $75,881,000 in 1930, 
to $133,341,000 in 1931; Federal aid funds 
obligated during these years ran respective- 
ly at $70,429,000 (1929), $102,498,000 
(1930) and $157,953,000 (1931).

But Federal construction outlays of all 
varieties normally form only a small frac- 
tion,. less than 10 per cént, of total ex- 
penditures on public improvements through- 
out the country, and the above increases 
have been more than offset by a drastic de- 
cline in the public-works activities of the 
states and municipalities. Despite repeated 
official claims made earlier during the de- 
pression that appeals to local governmental 
units to speed their construction activities 
were meeting with gratifying response, the 
actual course of all public construction 
throughout the country has been as follows:

that over a million additional people will 
be thrown out of work.” 

One is amazed to be told by the Presi- 
dent that there is not a sufficient volume 
of genuinely needed public works ready to 
be undertaken at short notice to give sub- 
stantial employment. Reports from all 
parts of the country indicate that billions 
of dollars’ worth have been suspended 
because of shortage of funds. 

The Federal Government, however, will 
have to come to the rescue of the states 
and cities if this decline in public works is 
to be arrested. At present the latter, by 
reason of increased financial burdens cou- 
pled with adverse credit conditions which 


‘ make impossible the flotation of large mu- 


nicipal bond issues, are having to cut down 
expenditures to the greatest extent possible. 
The President’s claim that leas than $100,. 
000,000 could be expended during the next 
fiscal year beyond the program -in the 
budget may be true of the Federal Govern- 
ment, but no plan of relief which depends 
mainly on Federal construction expansion 
will make more than a dent on the unem- 
ployment situation.

The stipulation in the President's pro- 
posals that all, and in the Wagner and Gar-

- Challenge of the distinction is wholly valid, 


In the last analysis, of course, all public 
works, in so far as they are of genuine 
value, are productive to the community at 
large and are thus “self-liquidating” in the

It is a hollow assumption that a public- 
works bond issue must unbalance the 
budget. The common distinction drawn by 
business men between borrowing to pay 
current expenses and borrowing for perma- 
nent capital improvements holds good ne 
less for public than for private outlays. 

Equally nonsensical is the notion that the 
supposed danger of being driven off the 
gold standard can be circumvented by -mak- 
ing these issues federally guaranteed deben- 
tures of the Reconstruction Corpo- 
ration instead of direct United States obliga. 
tions. The transparency of this subterfuge 


is not likely to deceive investors. ~

Injustices in Pensions 


From the Boston Herald. 


RIVATE JONES kissed his wife and tvo 

little girls good-by in 1918 and went to 
France. He died in action on the battle- 
field. His wages had been the only income 
of the family. Mrs. Jones and the two 
girls receive from a Government which 
wastes money by the hundreds of millions 
$46 a month. 

Private Smith, unmarried, sailed with 
Private Jones and served behind the lines. 
He came through unscratched. Late in 
1924 he discovered that he had tuberculosis, 
which “disabled” him 10 per cent. The 
doctors did a good job on him, however. 
The disease has Leen arrested. He is healthy 
and husky. His earning power is not af- 
fected. He does the work of an able-bodied 
man. He receives $50 a month, and he 
will continue to receive it for the rest of 
his life. 

Grotesque and cruel injustices of that 
kind abound in the pension laws and 
amendments which have been adopted since 
1913. A few of them have been cited in 4 
report by the council of the New York 
Academy of Medicine. The document is 4 
credit to the council and to the medical 
profession, and reflects discredit on the 
Congress which allows the conditions (0 
continue. The academy calls for a congreés- 
sional investigation and legislation which 
shall remove the gross inequities.

If Congress, which certainly is not preju- 
dicial te the veteran, wishes to render the 
country a service, it can’t do better than 
heed the request. <A full and iimpartial re- 
port would shock even a country which 3s 
already battered by the depression. 

The report is all the more significant in 
that the council does not hesitate to critl- 
cise doctors. It says that the percentage 
of medical ex-officers who are now getting 
“disability” compensation is larger than the 
percentage of infantry and field artillery 
officers. Various physicians who are re 
ceiving part or full “disability” allowances 
are eniployed at full-time salaries by the 
Government.

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POLICE HUNT BEGINS 
FOR INDICTED OFFICAL 


San Francisco Public Defender 
Fails to Surrender on Charge 
of Murder.

SAN FRANCISCO, June 6.—An 
intense police hunt for Frank J. 
Egan, ousted public defender, 
started here today after he failed 
to surrender as his attorney prom- 
ised, to face an indictment charg- 
ing him and two associates with 
the murder of Mrs. Jessie Scott 
Hughes. 

Egan is under indictment with 
Verne Doran, his chauffeur, and 
Albert Tinnin,! his process server. 

Prosecutin authorities an- 
nounced that Doran, in view of his 
confession, naming Egan and Tin- 
nin, would be allowed to plead to 
a charge of manslaughter. 

At the same time police said 
Doran was* making a new confes- 
sion of the operations of an al- 
leged ‘“‘crime triumvirate” headed 
by Egan. 

Officers said Doran’s new con- 
fession would be “more astound- 
ing” than his story of the Hughes 
killing and would involve many 
cases of robbery and disappear- 
ance. 

“With the arrest of Egan, 
Doran and Tinnin,” said Chief of 
Police William J. Quinn, “the San 
Francisco police will end the op- 
erations of the only well organized 
gang of racketeers in local rec- 
ords.” 

Egan, reputed beneficiary ofthe 
59-year-old widow's will and life 
insurance policies, disappeared 
shortly after the woman’s body 
was found more than a month ago. 
He was found several days later at 
a sanitorium apparently suffering 
from a nervous breakdown.

Combinations in restraint of 
trade were operating detrimental 
to legitimate business, and far 
sighted leaders were keenly appre- 
hensive regarding the future of the 
industry and saw the _ individual 
retailer marching -to extinction. 
Price cutting, false advertising, 
cheapened products, substitution, 
cheap fillers, quackery, even high- 
handed robbery were all current in 
the trade. 

. Trade Ethics. 

The National Association was one 
of the First National trade organ- 
izations to give expression to a 
definite code of trade ethics, and 
launched all its energy into placing 
the retail grocery trade on a high 
plane. It has since that time 
espoused and supported every legi- 
timate movement to keep the in- 
dustry clean of unfair, unethical 
and uneconomical practices and is 
now'the leading advocate in behalf 
of establishing the trade practice 
conference of the grocery industry 
with the participation of the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission. 

The National Association of Re- 
tail Grocers has actively supported 
the price maintenance laws since 
first introduced and is now active- 
ly engaged in support of the “Cap- 
per-Kelly bill” in Congress. It has 
also submitted to all States a uni- 
form act for enactment into State 
laws. 

There was growing up an antag- 
onism between manufacturer, 
wholesaler and retailer, which was 
destructive in its character. The 
National Association of Retail 
Grocers believed that trade har- 
mony should prevail and that 
friendly trade relationship should 
exist. 

It has been a power for the es- 
tablishment and maintenance of 
trade harmony. 


Sabbath Observance. 


At the time the National Associa- 
tion was organized, there were no 
recognized hours of work for the 
retail grocery store. The trade or- 
ganizations combined in the Na- 
tional Association of Retail Grocers 
have changed all this. Sunday 
opening, was the rule, rather than 
the exception. The National Asso- 
ciation has been a leader in the 
movement for Sabbath observance 
in the trade. 

The National Association of Re- 
tail Grocers through its local and 
State bodies, has kept the retail 
grocery business of ‘the United 
States from being burdened by ex- 
cessive license fees, inspection fees, 
excise and occupation taxes and is 
today recognized as an agency 
which speaks unselfishly for the 
industry to city, qounty, State and 
national governmental bodies. 

In 1892, there were but few lo- 
cal associations of retail grocers, 
who were doing anything to protect 
their members in granting of cred- 
it.

More than 150. stores in New 
York are being served by a private 
company, which uses 400 motor ve- 
hicles to make 275 daily trips.

only of huge proportions as meas- 
ured by sales; it also furnishes em- 
ployment and livélihoods for -the 
largest number of our citizens,” is 
the statement of Cari .Schlapp, 
president of the Natiqgnal Wholesale 
Grocers’ Asséciation of the United 
States. 

“. “The National Association of Re- 
‘tail Grocers, which is meeting in 
annual. convention in St. Louis, is 
representative of ‘at least 350,000 
establishments. The National 
Wholesale ~Grocers’ Association, 
which is holding a mid-year meet- 
ing, represents more than 6000 
wholesale grocery businesses, 1o- 
cated in all sections of the nation. 

“Like all other businesses the 
grocery trades have suffered griev- 
iously during the present depres- 
sion.» However, while the luxury 
industries have suffered both from 
price deflation and floss of volume. 
the food business, representing as 
it does the first necessity of life, 
has suffered chiefly from price de- 
flation. The food ‘business has 
contributed less, perhaps than any 
Other business, to unemployment. 
‘But because of the extremely low 
prices of raw commodities it has 
been most difficult for fodd pro- 
ducers, manufacturers and distribu- 
tors to balance their budgets and 
show profits. 

Better Pros 

“When the depression lifts I con- 
fidently predict that wholesale and 
‘retail grocers that have -been able 


} are in a position, when the clouds 


to come through this depression 
will find themselves in a most de- 
sirable situation, both from -the 
standpoint of consumer goodwill 
and profits. Both factors have 
reduced their costs of doing busi-, 
ness most effectively during the 
past four or five years. They are 
co-operating more intelligently 
than ever before, giving consumer . 
service at a cost hardly thought 
possible a few years ago, and so

“This optimism of mine is merely 
a reflection of the more sound and 
inteHNigent opinion now prevalent 
among both wholesale and retail 
grocers.” 


MARCH OF PROGRESS 


By C. H. Janssen, 
Secretary-Manager, National Asso- 
ciation of Retail Grocers. 
From the “National Grocers’ Bul- 

letin..’ 

“There are many men still ac- 
tive in the retaif grocery business 
who reniember those early days 
when no packaged foods were mar- 
keted» and when even paper sacks 
had not yet appeared. In those 
days the flat sheet of straw paper 
was the wrapper and all manner 
of merchandise was poured into 
the pyramid sack quickly rolled by 
the grocer’s deft fingers. 

“He had few conveniences and 
very little equipment, but other 
trades and professions had no 
more. There were few labor-sav- 
dng devices in home, factory, office 
Or store. 

“Instruments, appliances,  fix- 
tures and equipment which in some 
trades and professions have served 
without chanyge or alteration for 
generation after generation, have 
made way for radical changes and 
replacement. Practices of cen- 
turies of standing have been swept 
away.to be replaced. Old proc- 
esses, so aged that they were held 
a venerable custom, so simple, that 
no one ‘had thought them of suffi- 
cient value to bother with, have 
been subjectea to painstaking, cost- 
ly, scientific study and analysis 
with the result that the old system 
has been discarded for the new. 

Even human actions and reac- 
tions have been weighed and meas- 
ured and almost. uncanny accuracy 
is achieved in response to certain 
formula of operation in advertising 
and sales promotion. 

Uprooting Progress. 

“The retail grocery business could 
not have escaped this avalanche, 
this uprooting process of the last 
several decades. Yet nearly every 
other field felt the impact of mod- 
ernization before the retail grocery 
business was “discovered.” 

But the yetail grocer had never 
been asleep. He had, by nature, 
always been conservative and more 
than any other factor in distribu- 
tion, he had adhered to the policy 
of reflecting the current habits, cus- 
toms and wishes of the )ublic. It 
is not at all surprising therefore, 
that he waited for the public to 
take the lead, so to speak. But 
when the public struck into a full 
response to the modernizing move- 
ment, the retail grocer quickened 
his step also and he has been do- 
ing “double quick” ever since, 

Until that period arrived, com- 
paratively few manufacturers of 
equipment had devoted any thought 
or attention to the grocery field. 
Nor was there much attention giv- 
en to any specialization in the man- 
ufacture of equipment for any line. 
Equipment was built for thw retail 
merchant an@ no special distinc- 
tion was made as to the particular 
line he was ‘in. Counters were 
counters, shelves were . shelves, 
whetWer they were for e hardware 
dealer or a druggist or a grocer 

New Equipment. 

With the advent of specialization, | 
each line came in for.its dissection 

and it happened that the retail 

grocer was about the last to come 

in for the operation.. The result 

was an almost spontaneous _§re- 

sponse of old and many new equip- 

ment manufacturers to get in and 

cash in. 

Research study by manufacturers, 
wholesalers retailera, the Gov- 
ernment and every sort of agency 
was directed to the “retail: grocers 


problems.” But not until the re- 
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serious thought and study to the 
matter have we approached a cer- 
tain definiteness as to principles 
and. practical speci for gro- 
cery trade equipment, which war- 
rant the approval ahd general ac- 
| ceptance of the trade. 

Equipment of certain standards 
and construction (with a reason- 
able flexibility) .may now be pre- 
scribed. for the retail grocery mer- 
chant with as much assurauce of 
positive results as attaches to many 
instruments of precision. 

That such specifications and 
standards should be made gerer- 
ally known and that their practical 
application to construction and to 
use by the independent retail gro- 
cer should be advocated is natur- 
ally a responsibility of the National 
Association of Retail Grocers. 

Trade Needs. 

Through this agency the trade 

may register its needs and gradu- 


ally build up positive Hi in- 
formation as. to what is good and 
what is not jood. That informa- 
tion made known can serve the 
manufacturer of fixtures and gro- 
cery trade equipment, whether it 
be wood or steel, ready-made or 
produced by a carpenter or the 
grocer himeelf. 

The world moves on and times, 
things, methods, habits and cus- 
toms change. The need for proper 
equipment will always be present, 
but that the independent retail gro- 
cers shail keep abreast of the 
times and even pioneer and antici- 
pate the future, requires that he 
provide himself with the proven 
tools of his profession. The ap- 
prova] of what is best and most 
effectively from the trade itself 
through its own experience. 

Proper modern equipment and

New Lighting 
Effects in Homes 


6 AMPLESS” lighting is be-
